established on the Hopley Farms. While 
the blood is in a fashion new, it is never- 

’ theless derived to a great extent from the 
same old McHenry foundation, thus Mr. 
Hopley is after these years bringing toge- 
ther the influences of two of the greatest 
bulls known to Aberdeen-Angus history— 
Blackcap Revolution by Earl Marshall and 
Blackeap Bertram by Eston of Denison— 
both claiming the same dam—Blackcap Mc- 
Henry 104th. Little did the venerable Mc- 
Henry dream in his day that the time would 
ever come when the progeny of these two 
great sires and their famous dam should 
be united under one management. 

During the years 1914 to 1918 inclusive 
the Caldwells were making the middle west 
show circuits with about as strong herds as 
could be assembled. They were making 
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trouble for everybody. It was during those 
days that Uncle Charles and his son E. F.

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) eople who are fond of broiled 
acak thik that they cannot get as good a 
steak at home as they can at some of the 
public eating places. ‘his may be true, 
but it should not be. One reason broiled 
steak is so delicious at a steak house is 
that they make a speciality of broiling steak 
and have really worked at the job and stud- 
ied it until they get what they consider the 
best steak. Another reason is that the steak 
js served immediately after broiling and 
this is sometimes a difficult thing to plan 
in the home. One restaurant that special- 
izes in broiling steak insists upon the wait- 
ress standing with the tray ready to receive 
the steak and rush it to the customer as 
it is removed from the broiler. It may not 
always be possible to have your family or 
your guests at the table waiting while the 
steak is being brought in, but if possible, 
that will give the best results. The platter 
upon which the steak is served should also 
be hot, and the plates should be warmed so 
that the servings of steak are not cooled too 
quickly. : 

Another advantage of the commercial 
broiled steak is that it is always the same. 
A little practice which gives experience will 
enable you to also have your steaks always 
the same. To begin with, you should de- 
cide upon what thickness of steak you like 
and always insist upon the meat man cut- 
ting that thickness for you. You cannot in- 
sist upon the thickness in order to give the 
required weight. The commercial restaurant 
that 1 spoke of cut their own steaks and 
cut them seven-eighths of an inch thick. 
It may be rather hard to get a meat man to 
measure meat to an eighth of an inch, but 
they will cut it an inch thick or approxi- 
mately three-fourths of an inch or one- 
fourth inch thick if you desire. The thick- 
er steak is much more juicy than the thin- 
ner piece of meat. 

The degree of doneness is a matter of 

individual desires. It is to be hoped that all 
your family like steak cooked the same way. 
If they do not, you can still suit everyone 
by having small, individual steaks, or by 
cutting the steak in servings before broil- 
ing. In this way you can start the steaks 
tliat are to be cooked well done earlier and 
add the rare steaks later. During the broil- 
ing you need a hot fire, but you do not want 
the meat so close to the flame if gas is used 
that the fat catches on fire. If steak is to 
be served quite rare, it can be cooked quite 
close to the flame, but if it is to be cooked 
medium or well done, I would advise start- 
ing it a little longer in the bro ling oven, 
cooking the steak until well done on one 
side, the turning it and cooking on the other 
side. It should not be necessary to turn the 
steak but the one time. 
_ There has been quite a variation of opin- 
lon as to salting meat. The latest research 
work seems to indicate that it doesn’t make 
much difference when it is salted, so if it 
is More convenient to salt it at the begin- 
hing, some of our late authorities tell us 
the meat will be just as good as if salted 
when removed from the fire. 

When the steak is removed from the 
broiling oven to the hot platter, the juice 
that has escaped into the broiling pan may

be poured over the steak or melted butter 
may be put on the steak if preferred. 

Many people dislike washing the broiler 
pan and for this reason often refuse to 
serve broiled steak or chops to their family. 
A friend recently gave me a hint that I 
think will be valuable to you people who 
dislike washing broiling pans. When she 
is broiling just a few small chops she puts 
a pan under the rack on the broiler pan and 
places the chops directly over this pan. 
‘This catches all the fat or juice that escapes 
from the chops and leaves the broiler pan 
in good condition. If gravy is to be made 
from this juice a small amount of water 
may be put in the pan and you have the 
hot juice diluted with hot water all ready 
to make the gravy and it may be made 
directly in this pan or the juice may be 
poured over the steak without making it in- 
to a gravy. 

Now, what are you going to serve with 
your broiled steak dinner? Quite often 
French fried potatoes are served in public 
eating places. It takes just about as long for 
French fried potatces to cook as it does 
for steak to broil, so if you have your 


potatoes all prepared they can be cooking 
at the same time your meat is cooking, and 
it is not impossible to watch both of them. 
If you do not want the French fried pota- 
toes, baked potatoes or potatoes in the 
half shell are nice to serve. Some public 
eating places always serve mashed potatoes 
with the steak. This is a very good com- 
bination if there are two of you to do last 
minute work in the kitchen, but I find it 
rather dificult to mash potatoes—and they 
certainly should be mashed at the last 
minute—and watch broiling steak at the 
same time. 

Any green vegetable is attractive with 
steak. Tomatoes are also good either 
cooked or if you are serving the tomato as 
a salad it may be in a gelatin salad or just 
raw sliced tomatoes. 

Of course, you will serve rolls and coffee 
with a steak dinner, and the coffee will be 
served with the dinner course as well as 
with the dessert. 

For your dessert have a fruit of some 
kind that is in season, or a fruit and cake 
combination, and give your guests another 
cup of coffee with their dessert. 


Creep Fed Calves Make Rapid, Economical 
: Gains and Are First to Put on Finish 


Ail These Points Demonstrated by Three Lots of North Platte Experimental Yearlings 
Marketed Here Tuesday—Price Advantage $5.00 Per Head. 


Convincing evidence that creep feed- 
ing of calves results in larger and more 
economical gains besides bringing them to 
a marketable finish six weeks to two 
months earlier, was presented by the three 
groups of test calves marketed here yester- 
day from the experimental substation of 
the Nebraska College of Agriculture at 
North Platte.

THE WEIGHT CLASSIFICATION 
DRAWS FIRE FROM BOTH SIDES. 


Apparently not the same interpretation is 
applied to the new weight classification at 
the International for 1932 in the fat bullock 
section. The Shorthorn World disapproves 
by saying “we are inclined to question the 
wisdom of this change for we believe it 
takes from the steer shows its principal 
educational feature—the consideration of 
weight for age. Under the age classifica- 
tion in which the information as to age was 
available and considered as well as the 
weight, the entire story was given and it 
was easy for anyone to reach a conclusion 
as to which steers on exhibition were the 
most profitable for the producer. Under 
the recently adopted rule, the inquirer for 
all the facts, is left in the dark. Under 
the new rule there may be a marked differ- 
ence in age and yet to be eligible the steers 
need but qualify in the matter of pounds. 
A calf qualifying as to weight may have to 
win his way in class against one many 
months his senior with little difference in 
weight. Thus it will be quite obvious that 
the quick growing early maturing, weighty 
calf where proper credit is given for age, 
does not receive proper recognition even 
though he is by far the most profitable to 
the grower. And it is not consistent with 


the aim, as we understand the scheme of 
our shows to be, to encourage the produc- 
tion of a type of steer which will put on the 


most weight in quality beef in the shortest 
period of time. Is the recently adopted rule 
calculated to encourage the production of 
cattle of this type? We think not.” 


Another good reader who favors the rule 
says: “If weight for age is the full conten- 
tion, why do packers pay for quality and 
ecnformation? They are not paying pre- 
miums for soup bones these days.” 


The Journal does not contend that this is 
a weight for age competition. But it does 
contend that the system of age classifica- 
tions will more correctly represent the 
thing that we as breeders are most vitally 
interested in—uniformity and quality com- 
bined with age and weight—this is good 
sound logic and no one will go far wrong 
who follows this teaching. There may be 
exceptions of course in individual cases 
where an animal out of line as to weight 
may carry the desired quality and conforma- 
tion to carry him over. There is bound to 
be a variation and this variation is the 
thing we are trying to correct. Will re- 
moving the age limitations accomplish the 
desired results? That’s the thing we want 
to know about. 


Sure enough the packers are not buying 
soup bones at a premium and they perhaps 
never will, for that matter, adopt such a 
rule. It is just this soup bone competition 
that weighs the correct number of pounds 
to contend with properly proportioned qual- 
ity youngsters of inferior ages that we are 
anxious to dispose of. Cattle of any breed 
bred to a uniformity in conformation, type, 
quality and weight at any given point in 
age surely will attend to the soup bone 
business. 

The rule says “No steer calved prior to 
January 1, 1931, will be eligible.” And at 
the same time limits the minimum weight 
to 750 pounds. Is there not a possibility 
of a tidy little bullock of unknown age be- 
ing shown within the pound limitations? 
If there are such rank injustices prepetrat- 
ed these days in the regular age classifica- 
tions that have so long been used success- 
fully that there should be some change 
made to compel folks to be honest, does this 
change remove the evil? 

Still we are for uniformity, conformation, 
type, quality and for age limitations allow- 
ing breeders and fitters every opportunity 
in the world to remove their beasts at given 
age points along the route to maturity. 

A few weeks, or months, in the age of 
a bullock may not in every instance be of 
great importance to the packer so long as 
the conformation, type and quality is pres- 
ent. What he is looking for is the product 
that he can best sell to his own advantage. 
On the other hand we as breeders are inter- 
ested in placing at his disposal or command 
as the case may be just the sort of a bullock 
that will meet his every requirement in the 
shortest space of time. This is an Aber- 
deen-Angus accomplishment of which we 
are exceedingly proud. Check the carlots 
at the International and be convinced of this 
assertion. Oh, there may be exceptions, but 
they are exceptions. It is the majority 
accomplishment that pushes the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed forward as the beef maker par 
excellence.

Was 
offered 10 cents a pound several times, 
which was above market top, but the calves 
would only weigh 350 to 450 pounds. | 
think this would be a good subject for dis- 
cussion in your paper as it would bring the 
breeders closer together on this ever grow- 
ing club work proposition.” 

Mr. Ewan raises a good subject for de- 
bate. It is hardly probable that desired 
results will be obtained from this request as 
condition, circumstances, and a world of 
other things enter into each and every club 
calf sale. Where calves are selected and 
purchased with the express view of making 
good, high class baby beeves and the ages, 
weights and quality are similar it might be 
possible to price the calves somewhere 0 
an even basis which would of course be 4 
good thing for the trade and the boys and 
girls who feed calves. It will be well how- 
ever for breeders to discuss this matter.

“Seroll = 


Books.

His Lack of “Succession” in the Male Line. 

Mr. Watson in his N. B. A. Letter, 1876, 
wrote: “Angus was purchased by. Mr. Mc- 
Combie of Tillyfour, after gaining first 
rize at Edinburgh Highland show in 1853. 
ie a two-year-old he was the neatest I ever 
saw, and he was the bull which made the 
Tillyfour stock so famous. His descend- 
ants, through the pure Angus cow, Queen 
Mother,—and now if his celebrated Prides 
of Aberdeen are still free from an Aber- 
deen cross, he should stick to them and 
breed in line.” It was in 1848 not 1853 that 
Angus was exhibited at Edinburgh; and it is 
not the fact that Queen Mother (348) was “a 
pure Angus cow,” her sire was Panmure 
(51), who was out of a pure Buchan Humlie 
cow, and by a Mearns bull—there not be- 
ing a drop of Angus blood in his veins. 
Queen Mother’s dam was Queen of Ardovie 
(29), by Captain, bred by William Fullerton 
who “had none of the Angus Doddies,” but 
whose dam was Black Meg, a well authen- 
ticated Buchan Humlie. No one could be 
justified in calling Queen Mother “a pure 
‘Angus cow” as William did. 

At the time Angus was purchased by Mr. 
McCombie in 1848 at a Keillor sale, the 
cows of record at Kefllor were—Edinburgh 
(64), Favourite (2), Keillor Pet (669), Old 
Grannie (1), Princess of Ardovie (831) 
(whose dam was Queen of Ardovie); and 
Young Favourite (61); and the bulls of re- 
cord were Grey Breasted Jock (2), Jock 
(1), and Strathmore (5). 

At Tillyfour before the advent of Angus 
there were—Lola Montes (208) by Mon- 
arch; Bloomer (201) by Monarch; Jenny 
Lind (27); Young Jean Ann (144) by Mon- 
arch; Crinoline (204) by Victor 3rd (193); 
Jean Ann (206) by Panmure (51); Windsor 
(202) by Victor; Kate (129) by Monarch; 
and Matchless (390) by Monarch—it being 
to these last five cows that Angus was 
“put.” Here then we have nine cows, all 
of Buchan Humlie or Aberdeenshire blood, 
five of them being high prize winners at 
the national show—while of the cows of 
the same period Keillor mentioned above, 
the only prize winner was Princess of Ar- 
dovie (831) of the Buchan Ardovie line. 

All the others besides the “five” were out 
of cows of Panmure-Monarch-Victor domin- 
ation—with one bred by Farquharson-Tay- 
lor, by Panmure. There were also Hall 
o’the Wind, dam Fair Maid of Perth (313), 
calved 1858 that become the property of 
J. Collie, Ardgay; Ardovie (207), calved 
1856, out of Jean Ann (206), acquired by 
John Hutchinson, Monyruy; Windsor (221), 
calved 1856, out of Windsor (202) by Victor 
(46)—that had stood second to Angus at 
Edinburgh, 1848, who was acquired by 
George Brown, Westertown, and then by 
Lord Southesk, where he was mated with 
Erica, she producing Guardsman at Ballin- 
dalloch, and then put to Chieftain (318), 
son of Nightingale (262); Alford (231), 
calved 1856, out of Fair Maid of Perth, and 
acquired by Alexander Bowie; and the bulls 
—Young Panmure (232), calved 1857, out 
of Crinoline (204) by Victor 3rd (193) by 
Monarch (44); Napoleon (257), calved 1856, 
out of Bloomer (201) by Monarch (44) by 
Panmure (51); lastly Rob Roy MacGregor 
(267), calved 1858, dam Windsor by Victor

(46) by Panmure. All this was “seed royal” 
for any herd and of one and the same origi- 
nal Buchan Humlie blood. 

The entry of “Angus of Tillyfour (140), 
bred by William McCombie, sire of bull 
(269); and of cows (841) and (842),” has 
a Note in the Revised Vol. stating that 
“This Bull was owned by Captain Patrick 
Rose-Innes of Blachrie House, Turriff. He 
was calved in 1851, was purchased by Cap- 
tain Rose-Innes from Mr. McCombie in 
January, 1852, and he won the first prize at 
Banff as a two-year-old in 1853. The cows 
(841) and (842) were by a different bull.” 
The bull (269) is “Malcolm of Bodiechell, 
James Anderson, Lochend, Pitcaple, calved 
1854, bred by William Malcolm, Bodiechell. 
Sire, Angus of Tillyfour (140); dam, Mary 
of Bodiechell (647). Sire of Bulls (323), 
(335); and cows (803), (804), (839).” The 
Note underneath (Revised Vol.) states that 
“This Bull was bought as a yearling from 
his breeder by the late Colonel Cosmo Gor- 
don of Fyvie. He was three years in the 
Fyvie herd, and was there after successive- 
ly in possession of Mr. Anderson, Lochend, 
Pitcaple; Mr. McKnight, Boghead; and Mr. 
Stephen, Conglass, sold him to Mr. Pater- 
son, Mulben. In the possession of Colonel 
Gordon he won the second prize at the 
Highland Society’s show at Aberdeen in 
1858, and while in Mr. Paterson’s posses- 
sion he won the second prize at the High- 
land Society’s Show at Perth in 1861”—the 
date of the Keillor sale. The bull (323) was 
Young Malcolm, whose dam was the prize 
winning Young Jenny Lind (207), bred at 
Tillyfour. Passing through such herds, re- 
minds us of Nightingale, and Paris; proving 
that Angus of Tillyfour must have been a 
good bull. Tillyfour, then, had proved it- 
self more famous in the show-yard, and in 
numbers, at the advent of Angus, than 
Keillor itself—the herd was fully establish- 
ed and could have gone “on its own” without 
outside blood. It was, indeed, fourteen years 
after the founding of the Tillyfour herd, 
that James MacDonald, remarked in “On 
Polled Cattle” that “Mr. McCombie finding 
his stock becoming inbred he sought a ju- 
dicious out-cross,” which was not needed. 

Besides, Mr. McCombie had bred the first 
prize cow at Aberdeen in 1847, described by 
himself as the “first female of note at Til- 
lyfour,” and exhibited by Robert Scott, 
Balwyilo. 

Up to this time Mr. Watson had been 
winner at the National show of six first 
prize winners in the senior classes, of whom 
there is nothing known of the breeding of 
three. The other first prize winners during 
this period were of the stock as that North 
of the Dee, seven of them; with the excep- 
tion of a bull bred at Balnabreich, and ex- 
hibited by Mr. Watson at Inverness, 1839. 

It has been noted that Tillyfour at the 
date here named had already become “so 
famous” as to have produced a series of 
females of one family—Queen—that had se- 
cured a national reputation; not to mention 
Victor, kaving Panmure on the line—the 
premier “Angus” bull, “standing at the 
head of a great array of bulls of the breed 
at Dundee, 1843,” from the three counties 
including two from Keillor, one bred there 
and the other by Lord Panmure; the first 
prize cow also being an animal bred by 


Lord Panmure; who in the next class of best 
three cows was the breeder of Dairymaid, 
one of the others being Princess, Ardovie 
bred; and Lady Mary, Leuchland bred; Mr. 
a being himself, an exhibitor in this 
class. 

It is stated by Miss Watson that it was at 
this Dundee show that her father exhibited 
the ox, already noted as the Queen’s ox— 
an animal, she says her father regarded as 
“the best animal he ever bred.” But I see 
Dr. Ramsay states that at this Dundee show 
“In the three classes of Polled oxen, the 
first premiums went respectively to Lord 
Panmure; Robert Lyell, Old Montrose; and 
Thos. Collier. Mr. McCombie was an exhi- 
bitor in the class of pairs of oxen with ani- 
mals bred by John Robb, Bourtie.” 

In regard to Angus, William McCombie 
makes this remarkable statement in Cattle 
and Cattle Breeders: “To ‘Angus,’ who fell 
into my hands, I am indebted for some of 
the best blood in the male line”’—the fact 
being that Angus left no son “in the male 
line” at Tillyfour, to succeed him. The only 
one of his sons—besides the Angus of Tilly- 
four alluded to—of record, being Billy (206) 
calved 1853, out of Charlotte (203), by An- 
gus—full brother to Pride of Aberdeen, too 
—that was secured by a very discriminative 
breeder, James MacKnight, Boghead, Pit- 
caple, with a son of whom it came about 
that I became a room-mate, in Chicago. 
This is to be noted in connection with the 
fact of the successional value of Panmure, 
whose son Monarch and his sons the Vic- 
tors, built up the Tillyfour “concrete” foun- 
dation, and at the time of the advent of An- 
gus provided mates for him with the pro- 
duct of Charlotte (203), the Belle (205), 
Fair Maid of Perth (318); besides others 
distinctly Aberdeens, whose blood was pre- 
potently capable of continuing the high 
pitched ideal in the line adopted, with no 
need of resort to any other strain, of what- 
ever repute, that might have been regarded 
as suitable to mate with the grand dames of 
the herd—who it was who made the repu- 
tation of the sires introduced including An- 
gus and not the other way about. For it 
pretty well may be asserted that it was not 
the blood of Angus that Mr. McCombie 
sought but a prize standard animal that 
conformed to his idea of a beast, and that 
had in Angus for one, been attained.

We have been producing beef on 
grass with our calves, selling at two and three 
years old, and get them good enough to bring 
as good a price as anyone in California is re- 
ceiving.

September. We run about 1, 
cattle 5 a a acres of patented land, all 
ufficiently fenced to be under our control. 
We can keep about 400 cows and safely 
market a surplus each year of 300 to 320 
head. We do not feed any, but our range 
consists of two elevations joining; the high- 
er valley meadows at about 5,000 feet are 
used in summer, and the lower, about 2,500 
feet being used in winter. Packers assert 
that the blacks produce a larger percentage 
of meat, in comparison with the amount of 

waste, than other breeds.” 


August a 


J. J. Fleming, Wendel, Calif., says: I 
bought 200 head of registered blacks in 
1917, and have used purebred bulls ever 
since. I run close to 1,200 Aberdeen-Angus 
and 300 Herefords and Durhams. They are 
run together, only Aberdeen-Angus bulls be- 


ing used. They are on the open range for 
six months of the year; the other six 
months they are at the ranches. Our ranges 
are rough, steep hills, covered more or less 
with lava rock, juniper trees and sage 
brush; no level or rolling country. The 
Aberdeen-Angus go to the top of the hills 
while the others do not. Our Aberdeen- 
Angus outweigh the other cattle, having 
tipped the scales for the last five years at 
around 1,120 pounds at ages ranging from 
twenty to twenty-four months. The Aber- 
deen-Angus are more prolific than the other 
breeds, keep in better condition and mature 
faster up to 2 and 2% years old. They will 
put on 30 per cent more fat in the same 
time than the others and will feed better. 
I do not sell anything but fat cattle, and 
have sold to the same packing house for 
five years. They have had three cars of 
black cattle for Christmas beef for five 
consecutive years.”

weight differences already were in evidence 
and these increased steadily as the calves 
grew. All lots had shelled corn and alfalfa 
hay during the regular feeding period. 

“The lot 2 calves were weaned with no 
shrinkage,” said Mr. Baker yesterday. 
“They were so accustomed to eating grain 


lost their baby fat.” 

How much extra finish the creep-fed cal- 
ves carried is indicated by the difference in 
the selling prices and selling weights of the 
three lots. The price difference alone made 
steers in lot two bring about $5.00 each 
more than those in lot 4. A summary of the 
test is presented in the following table:

that they went right on gaining. Calves in 
lot 3 were set back some, but not as much 
as ones in lot 4 which had been fed no 
grain at all. 

“As to feed costs, during the balance of 
the feeding period, our lot 2 calves sur- 
prised us by making the cheapest gains. 
They required no more corn to put on 100 
pounds of gain than the calves in lot 4, and 
— took the least hay of any of the three 
ots. 

Early Maturity. 

“Another point in favor of the creep-fed 
calves was that they reached an average 
weight of 750 pounds a month sooner than 
the calves handled in the ordinary way. At 
that time they were fat enough to sell as 
beef, while the steers in lot 4 were fleshy 
without being really fat. In finish the aif- 
ference was even greater than weights in- 
dicated, for the creep-fed calves had never

“Although we are not trying to ‘sell’ 
every feeder in the state on the creep feeding 
idea, we feel that the work is very import- 
ant and probably will continue it for sever- 
al seasons to come,” Mr. Baker concluded. 
“This identical test will be repeated for at 
least two more years. In fact we have a 
new lot of calves starting on the creeps now, 
and they are taking hold of the grain much 
more readily than our calves did a year ago. 

“One reason for that is the fact that part 
of our plant was under construction last 
year and the cows and calves were disturbed 
considerably. This season there are no 
workmen to bother them and the cows and 
calves are loafing around the water tanks 
and creeps a good deal more than they did 
last season. Some of the cows are the same 
as we had a year ago, and that probably 
helps, too’.—Omaha Journal Stockman, 
June Ist.

Set Record in Foot-and-Mouth Control. 

Effective control of the recent outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease in southern Cali- 
fornia, with prospects that the plague prob- 
ably has been eradicated, is announced by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. The 
orignial outbreak was diagnosed on April 
28, and the last infected herd was slaugh- 
tered and buried May 7. Up to June 1 the 
inspection forces had found no other signs 
of foot-and-mouth disease either in the 
quarantined area or surrounding territory. 
All infected premises have been thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected and restocking will 
be permitted beginning June 15. Although 
many of thé inspectors assigned to the task 
of eradicating the outbreak have now re- 
turned to their regular official stations, a 
sufficient force has been left in the quar- 
antined area to handle any emergency that 
may arise. 

Veterinary officials remind live stock 
owners and the public of the highly infec- 
tious character of foot-and-mouth disease 
and of the danger that it may appear un- 
expectedly and spread rapidly. The seem- 
ing eradication of the disease in 10 days, 
however, sets a new record and is note- 
worthy in comparison with former out- 
breaks, one of which required 18 months 
for eradication. The shortest previous time 
which elapsed between the diagnosis of the 
disease and the disposal of the last infected 
herd was 31 days.

order that the new rates wait ts become ef- 


fective immediately. This request was 
granted and these agencies filed tariffs, ef- 
fective June 1, with rates materially lower 
than those now in effect. 

On straight cars of cattle or calves by 
rail a reduction of $4.50 per car is made in 
the maximum rate, and on calves by rail in 
double deck cars the reduction in the max- 
imum rate is $6.50. On rail shipments of 
hogs in single deck cars the reduction in 
the maximum rate is $2.00, and on double 
deck cars $4.00. On sheep by rail the pre- 
sent single deck maximum rate of $14,00 is 
reduced to $12.00, and the double deck max- 
imum rate of $18.00 is reduced to $17.00. 

Reductions are also made on mixed cars 
of live stock to bring the rates on arrivals 
by this mode in line with those on shipments 
in straight cars. The drive-in rates on cat- 
tle and sheep are each reduced 5c per head. 
Although these are the principal decreases, 
there are reductions in other items in the 
schedule, some of which are substantial in 
character.
